1 . (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method of playing back data on a storage medium 
having an audio region and a catalog information region other than the audio region , the method 
comprising: 

reading audio data and catalog information related to the audio data and which is stored 
in the catalog information region on the storage medium, the storag e m e d i um includ i ng a n audio 
region comprising an audio data r e cord i ng region in which the audio data is recorded, and an 
audio information r e cord i ng region including catalog playback information connecting the audio 
data to the catalog information during playback, wherein the catalog playback information 
comprises an auto presentation information table determining the catalog information to be 
played back corresponding to a predetermined time i n accordanc e with th e cata l og p l ayback 
i nformation obtain e d from the audio data; and 

playing back the audio data and the catalog information according to the auto 
presentation information table. 

2. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method of claim 1 , wherein the storag e m e dium has 
an audio r e g i on for th e aud i o data wh i ch inc l ud e s an aud i o data r e cording r e gion i n which th e 
audio data i s r e cord e d and an audio information r e cording region includes information for the 
efttife- all of the audio data and/or audio data in units of distinct items of the audio data , i n wh i ch 
tho catalog playback i nformat i on is stor e d . 

3. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method of claim 1 , wherein the storag e m e dium has 
an aud i o data r e cord i ng r e g i on i n wh i ch th e audio data is r e cord e d and an imag e i nformation 
r e g i on in wh i ch th e cata l og information is r e cord e d, and th e catalog information includes 
common catalog data for information commonly applied for the entire audio data recorded on the 
storage medium and title catalog data having information corresponding to each distinct item of 
the audio data. 

4. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method of claim 3, wherein the catalog information 
includes information on a location of the Image -catalog information region in which the catalog 
information is recorded. 
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5. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 4, wherein the catalog playback information further 
includes a file identifier and the auto presentation information table determining a location of the 
catalog information to be played back corresponding to a predetermined time in accordance with 
real-time playback information of audio obtained from the audio data during real-time playing 
back. 

6. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 5, wherein the playing back of the catalog 
information comprises playing back the catalog information according to a predetermined 
sequence stored in the auto presentation information table. 

7. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 2, wherein the playing back of the catalog 
information comprises: 

receiving a selection of a user; and 

playing back the catalog information according to the selection of the user. 

8. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 7, wherein the playing back of the catalog 
information further comprises: 

preferentially playing back the catalog information selected by the user; and 
playing back the catalog information satisfying a predetermined condition. 

9. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 8, wherein the predetermined condition is a case of 
the user not selecting making the selection of the catalog information for a predetermined 
amount of time or setting a catalog auto presentation mode. 

10. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 , wherein the playing back of the catalog 
information is performed simultaneously with the playing back of the audio data. 

11. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 10, further comprising storing the catalog 
information corresponding to the auto presentation information table prior to the playing back of 
the catalog information and the audio data.

14. (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 12, wherein the catalog information 
comprises common catalog data for information commonly applied for the entire audio data 
recorded on the storage medium and title catalog data having information corresponding to each

19. (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 18, further comprising dividing the title 
catalog information in distinct title catalog information corresponding to. the respective ones of 
the distinct items of the audio data, wherein the recording further comprises recording the 
distinct title catalog information into respective program chains of the image title set. 

20. (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 12, wherein the catalog playback 
information comprises locations of image information in which the catalog information is 
recorded, a file identifier, and the auto presentation information table in which is stored the 
locations of one item of the catalog information to be played back corresponding to a 
predetermined time according to real-time playback information of the audio data obtained by 
real-time playback of the audio data. 

21. (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 19, wherein the catalog playback 
information comprises locations of image information in which the catalog information is 
recorded, a file identifier, and the auto presentation information table in which is stored the 
locations of one item of the catalog information to be played back corresponding to a 
predetermined time according to real-time playback information of the audio data obtained by 
real-time playback of the audio data, the file identifier comprises a plurality of program chain 
numbers corresponding to the program chains of common catalog information and the title 
catalog information, catalog pointers pointing to locations on the storage medium of the program 
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chains, and the auto presentation table has playback time information which appropriately and 
automatically plays back the catalog information, using the real-time playback information 
obtained from the audio data while each recorded item of the title catalog information is played 
back, and information on the playback location of the catalog information, so that the auto 
presentation information table has information on still pictures and sub-pictures to be played 
back within the catalog information when a user has not input commands while one item of the 
title catalog information is played back. 

22. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method of playing back data recorded on a storage 
medium having an audio region and a catalog information region other than the audio region, the 
method comprising: 

reading encoded catalog playback information 7 and encoded audio data from the audio 

region;

wherein the audio region comprises an audio data region including the encoded audio 
data, and an audio information region including the encoded catalog playback information 
connecting the audio data to the catalog information during playback . 

23. (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 22, further comprising: 

storing the read encoded catalog information prior to reading the encoded audio data 
from the storage medium. 

24. (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 22, wherein the encoded catalog 
information comprises common catalog data for information commonly applied for the entire 
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audio data recorded on the storage medium and title catalog data having information 
^'corresponding to each distinct item of the audio data, the method further comprising: 

storing the common catalog data and one title of the title catalog data before reading a 
corresponding title of the encoded audio data. 

25. (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 24, further comprising: 
controlling playback of the common catalog data and the title of the title catalog data 

according to a selection of a user and the read auto presentation information table. 

26. (NEW) A method of playing back data recorded on a storage medium, the method 
comprising: 

reading audio data and catalog information related to the audio data according to 
information in an auto presentation information table determining the catalog information to be 
played back corresponding to the read audio data; and 

decoding catalog playback information including the read auto presentation information 
table so as to determine the read catalog information to be played back corresponding to a 
predetermined time with the read audio data, 

wherein: 

the storage medium includes an audio region which includes the audio data and 
the catalog playback information, and 

the catalog information is in a catalog information region other than the audio 
region and which comprises: 

a catalog management (CMG) region having management information on 
the catalog information, and 

a catalog title set (CTS) in which at least one catalog title including the 
catalog information related to each item of the audio data is recorded. 
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
